Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Board of 
Education for the school year, 1944-45. 


The great and momentous events that have taken place 

during the close of the current school year call for something 

more than the regular statistical report; and it is hoped that 

- the contents will serve to awaken an increased interest in our 
local educational problems. 


In view of the fact that present trends and probable future 
enrollments are being reviewed in a survey now being made of 
our public schools, comparative enrollment figures are only 
given for the past two years: 


1943-1944 1944-1945 


Total average enrollment ie 5948 5852 
Elementary average enrollment... 4279 4195 
High School average enrollment... 1669 1657 


Our contribution to the war effort 


We may well feel proud of the contribution made to the 
war effort by our students, teachers, principals and supervisors. 
Twenty-four employees of the Board of Education and a total 
of 1723 former students of the Plainfield schools entered the 
armed forces. Fifty-two made the supreme sacrifice. In addi- 
tion to service in the armed forces, it includes selling war bonds 
and stamps; working in war industries; numerous Junior and 
Senior Red Cross activities; organization of preinduction 
courses and special courses for machine operators; assisting in 
rationing; and numerous activities under the auspices of the 
high school Victory Corps Council. These activities were par- 
ticipated in by our school principals, supervisors, teachers and 
pupils, all of whom gave unsparingly of their time and energy. 


Plainfield School Evaluation 


At a meeting of the Board of Education held on April 20, 
1944 it was decided that an evaluation be made of the Plain- 
field School system. Briefly stated the purpose of the evalua- 
tion is as follows: 

1. To make a thorough check of school expenditures over 

a period of twenty years. 

2. To make an analysis of our school offerings over this 

period. 


- 
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3. To find out what economies might be practiced without 
detriment to the educational offerings. 


4. To make a study of costs with school systems compar- 
able to Plainfield. 

5. To make plans for a future educational and building 
program suited to the needs of our community. 


A considerable part of the survey covering the elementary 
schools has been completed. A preliminary analysis of the 
data collected indicates that our elementary schools are being 
run on an economic basis. Throughout the twenty years cov- 
ered by the evaluation there is much evidence to show that we 
have moved steadily forward, carefully following all progres- 
sive movements and inaugurating those that are to the advan- 
tage of our school system. 


Change in Kindergarten Entrance Age 


As a result of the survey a recommendation was made that 
the entrance kindergarten age be raised to five years. After 
giving very careful consideration to the matter the Board of | 
Education confirmed the recommendation. This action will re- 
sult in a yearly saving of approximately ten thousand dollars. 


One of the interesting features in connection with this 
change is that it involves a considerable monetary saving with- 
out any detriment to our educational offerings. As a matter of 
fact there will be some very definite advantages. It will do 
away with some duplication of instruction at the kindergarten 
age level and a much larger group of children will now enter 
the first grade at six years of age with a background of one 
year of kindergarten, thus making possible a more homogene- 
ous grouping. | 


The Teaching Staff 


Our school system is fortunate in having an excellent teach- 
ing staff which for the school year covered by this report num- 
bers 251; of this number 103 have B.A. or B.S. degrees and 49 
have their Master’s degree. Forty-seven of the staff are con- 
tinuing their studies and working for advanced degrees. The 
effiiciency of a school system centers around a well trained and 
professional staff of teachers. In order to maintain this effi- 
ciency and to attract the right kind of teachers to our system 
we must provide an adequate salary scale. It is reeommended 
that a special study be made of this problem. The principals 
and teachers of the elementary schools have expressed their 
satisfaction of the action taken by the Board of Education in 
this matter during the year. The salary adjustment plan in- 
eae in 1942 has also been a source of satisfaction to all 

eachers. 
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Morale of School System 


Of paramount importance in any school system is its ‘‘Mor- 
ale.” It should be a source of gratification to everyone that the 
morale throughout the Plainfield school system is of the high- 
on encer. It is essential that we strive to maintain this high 
standard. 


The Teaching of Tolerance and Understanding 


Education can and does very definitely affect the attitudes 
and actions of the youth of today—the citizens of tomorrow. 
The dictators we have been fighting are intolerant of other 
peoples, of their ideas and ideals. The strength of our country 
rests in the fact that people of different races and creeds have 
learned to live together as Americans. 


It is of paramount importance that an increasing amount 
of attention be given in our schools to help youth to think cor- 
rectly on questions of racial, religious and nationality differ- 
ences, because this is one of the means of avoiding world wars 
in future. It is a pleasure among other things to report that our 
teachers are doing everything possible to advance this ideal. 


Rising Costs of Education 


In recent years much publicity has been given to the rising 
costs of education. Frequently criticism has been unfair and 
not based on a scientific analysis of the problem. We must not 
overlook the fact that running schools involves paying wages, 
buying supplies and fuel, keeping buildings in repair and 
rising costs are reflected in these things just the same as they 
are for other institutions and agencies. 


Sometimes we hear the criticism that the the three ‘‘R’s”’ 
are being neglected. This is not true. The three ‘R’s’” are 
imperative in modern life and will always occupy a larger 
part of school time than anything else. Preparation for citizen- 
ship, for work, and the enrichment of life are other purposes 
of the school which must not be overlooked. 


The Power in Education 


We are only just beginning to realize the great power in 
education for good or evil. Our enemies have fully demon- 
strated the power of education for destruction. Hitler built 
his whole scheme of conquest and power, hate and greed upon 
a program of education. He taught the theory of the master 
race, militarism, world power and by so doing robbed youth of 
the right to think and act for themselves. 
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Russia has made tremendous progress through education 
in both cultural and technical fields. Britain is embarking 
upon a great educational program, a plan that will double her 
expenditures for education. Why are nations placing so much 
stress on education? Perhaps this is best summed up by 
Winston Churchill, who recently called Britain’s plan the most 
comprehensive scheme of universal education ever devised by 
a responsible government. “We cannot,” he said “understand 
the world and its inventions, nor maintain our place in the 
world in these complex times without such education.” 


America cannot and must not take second place to any 
nation in her post war plans for education. The National Ed- 
ucation Association of the United States recently stated that 
“to fail to utilize the power in education for creative good is 
the greatest folly an individual, a community, a state or a na- 
tion can commit.” 


It must be a great source of satisfaction to the citizens of 
Plainfield to know that through their support, through the 
efforts of the Board of Education, the administrative staff of 
the Public Schools and an efficient and professional group of 
teachers we have developed in our city a scheme of education 
that ranks very high throughout the State. There is much evi- 
dence to show that a continuance of this policy is in the best 
interests of youth, the community, the State and the Nation. 


America must surge forward in the social sciences, in her 
industry, in her inventions, in the endeavor to do her part in 
keeping the peace of the world and preventing future wars. 
The great power back of it all can be summed up in one 
word—“‘EDUCATION.”’ | 


In conclusion, I would like to take this opportunity to ex- 
press my sincere appreciation for the support given me in a 
difficult school year by the Board of Education, Principals, 
Supervisors, and the entire teaching staff, all of whom, by 
their cooperation and understanding, have helped to bring 
the year to a successful conclusion. With a continuance of this . 
efficiency and cooperation we may look forward with a great 
deal of confidence in our ability to solve the many difficult 
educational problems of the post war years.
